Nerada is to bo held at Winnsmuoca to- 
morrow, and the indications are that it 
will ba M largo and as representative • 
"body ga that which convened ia Reno 
last June. 
80 far the Silver party has 


been tbe only harmonious political or- 
ganization in the State. The Cleveland 
Democrats allege that they were dis- 
franchised by the Winoemucca State 
Convention and they are intent on nom- 
inating Presidential Electors, who will 
be. pledged to rote for the Chicago nom- 
inee in the improbable event of their 
election. The Harrison anti-Silver Re- 
publicans held a convention independent 
of the Silver and Weaver men, who have 
hitherto acted with that party, and nom 
inated a ticket that is pledged to support 
the Minneapolis candidate. The Silver 
men, on the contrary, having no object 
ia view bat the welfara of the State, 
•cted in unison and nominated Presi 
dential Electors, who are obligated to 
•vote for no man who 11 not in favor o! 
tbe full remonetization of silver. Now, 
ia conformity with an act of the Legisla- 
tnre of 1801, the Silver men are again to 
meet in convention to designate the can- 
dididate for whom the Presidential Elec 
tors will cast their votes in thft electors 
college. 
As the party is unequivocally 


in favor of free coinage and General 
Weaver is the only Presidential candi- 
date pledged by platform and dectara 
tion to remonetiza silver there will, ot 
course, be but one sentiment in the coo 
vention regarding h'in and that will be 
in favor of indorsing him and placing 
his name on the petition which must be 
filed to get the names of the Presidential 
Klecton on the ballot ia accordance with 
said act ot 1891. 


There Is, however, a candidate for every 


State office to be filled at the ensuing 
election who is pledged to support no 
man for President or Legislative office 
wuo is not unqualifiedly in favor of free 
coinage. The candidates are Francis G. 
Kewlands for Representative in Con 
greas, O. II. Helknap for Judge of the 
Supreme Court, and Henry L. Fish and 
Chas E. Mack for Regents of the State 
University. Etch and all of these gen 
tlemen are unqualifiedly for free coinage. 
One of them was nominated by men who 
have been Democrats, the other by men 
who have been Republicans, but all are 
opposed to the election of either of tbe 
Wall Street candidates for President of 
the United States and in favor of Weaver, 
the only free coinage candidate for Presi- 
dent. If they require to be nominated 
or indorsed by tbe Silver Convention it 
seem* eminently proper that they should 
be and that their names should go en the 
petition to the Secretary of State with 
those of tbe Presidential Electors to be 
placed on the ballot. 
They are all men 


of ability and good public speakers, and 
with tha Electors and Senator Stew- 
art advocating the cause of free coinage 
in Nevada there would virtually be but 
one ticket in tbe State, ai would actually 
be the case were it not for Federal patron- 
age, and there would be no doubt what- 
ever of its success in November. Our 
Senator and Representative could then 
go to Washington as the proud represen- 
tatives of a people who ignored party ties 
and party affiliations for the public good 
and furaish incontrovertible proof to the 
goldbugs that Nevada at least considers 
the remonetization of silver of fur greater 
importance than the success of parjy or 
the control of Federal patronage. 


The Silver party was organized for tbe 


purpose of emphasizing the demand of 
the people of Nevada for justice at the 
bands of the national Government. 
It 


was strictly non-partisan, and it should 
remain so. At present it endorses Gen- 
eral Weaver because be is for free coin- 
age, bat should contingency require it, 
that is if the silver cause could be ad- 
vanced by doing so, the convention may 
•gain instruct the Electors for wnom t" 
vote for President. 
General Wearer, 


when here, emphatically declared that if 
he should not have votes enough to elect 
him, and tbe cause of free coinage could 
be advanced thereby, he would withdraw 
•ad use his influence for some other free 
coinage man who could be elected. The 
S'lver party platform provides for such a 
contingency and its PreiitientUl Electors 
are subject to the instructions of the Sil- 
ver Leagues until they cast their vote for 
President.

Argument itt tlte) 


Convention. 


Honorable Franoi* G. No ir lands of Be no, 


Nevada, Director of the B ink of California, 
San Francisco, addressed the Convention 
a* follows: 


3/>. Prtsident and Qtntlemen of tht Con 


rentier.;—We have listened to Mr. Barter's 
plan for the creation of SUte bank* as 
bank* of issue, and to hi* vit>wi with ref- 
erence to the merit* of such a system. We 
have also listened to Mr. Widney's history 
of the various fioansul .crises, all o( which 
he attributes to tha pamiciotn State bink 
note system, and we have also listened to 
bis proposal for an increased issue of 
money through thi National Bank system. 


May we not also witj profit consider the 


wisdom of an Usae of money made entirely 
by the National Government itself, eon- 
•isting entirely of gold and silver or Gov- 
ernment notes backed dollar for dollar by 
these precious metals? 


THE PANIC or 1873. 


AaA here let me say, parenthetically, in 


reply to the gentleman who inquired of 
Mr. Widney why, in his narrative of the 
various panics of the country, which he 
claims Lave been caused by the State bank 
system, he did not give the history of the 
panic of 1873? 
It may be well to relate 


the history of that panic and the period of 
depression following it up to 1878, and to 
inquire its cause. 


Yon will all recollect that, prior to 1873, 


the country determined to resume specie 
payments, fixing the time of resumption 
in the year 1878 or 1879. What did specie 
resumption mean? It meant the resump- 
tion of payment in both gold and silver 
and the redemption] of all United States 
notes in such money. GulJ iiiJ silver 
were then the acknowledged money metals 
of the world. It meant—this great work 
which was sufficient to absorb the energies 
of the Nation —we were to resort to both 
the gold and silver mines for our money, 
and that either was to be a legal tender for 
debt. The metal money of the world then 
consisted of an equal amount of gold and 
silver. The silver mines, particularly of 
this country were producing richly, and it 
was expootud that they would aid in the 
work of redemption. What did our Con- 
gress do in 1873? It passed a law refusing 
silver coinage in our mints, practically clos- 
ing the silver mines and preventing them 
fr^m being utilized iu specie resumption. 
It went further, and destroyed the legal 
tender quality of silver, thus preventing 
utilizing the accumulated store of silver in 
the shape of money in the world. 
Iu ad- 


dition to taking away the leg-»l tender qual- 
ity in this country of one-half of the me- 
tallic money of the world and making it 
useless in onr great work of specie resump- 
tion. In addition to refusing silver bullion 
coinage in oar mints, and thus denying 
ourselves the benefit of onr mines, we 
started to contract the vclume of that arti- 
ficial currency oreatad by the exigencies 
of war—the greenback, and by legislation, 
cruel and fatal, we directed tha Secretary 
of the Trfmury to retire the greenbacks as 
they came in the Treasury, and thus three 
hundred millions of dollars were rttired 
and dentroyi'il withiu a few years. 
Now 


we all know that the volume of money 
should be some proper proportion to the 
population and business of the country. 
We all know that, as the volume for popu- 
lation increases, the volume of money 
should iuortas >, so as to maintain at least, 
the existing per capita. 
INCBSA8E OP THE 
POPULATION BCTI NOT Of 


CCKBENtY. 


Now, 
at the close of the war, we bad, 


by our victory over the South, added prac- 
tically t*ol»e millions of people to our 
population, and the volume of artificial 
currency, called greenbacks, then in oiroo- 
lation in the N Jrth, was called upon also 
to do the work of twelve millions of added 
population, whose currency, created by the 
Confederate G iveromeut and absolutely 
dependent upon its maintenance and suc- 
cess for value, became, when the defeat of 
that governmen was established, utterly 
worthies?, la this condition of things did 
we increase our volume of currency? 
Oh, 


No. We determined to redeem io specie, 
which would necessarily lead to contraction 
and, instead cf redeeming in both the 
precious metals, \ye concluded to redeem in 
one, and that one the scarcer. 
We deter- 


mined to make the silver coin of the world 
unavailing for this purpose, and we also 
determined to close oar silver mice*, so 
that no money could be got from them and, 
in addition, \rd deliberately retired, in a few 
years, three hundred millions of green- 
backs. |n view of the lesson taught to ns 
at the time of the Baring Bros', failure, 
by the withdrawal of about seventy-five 
millions of gold from this country, and 
the consequent contraction of onr money 
values, can we wonder that a period of un- 
exampled panic, stagnation and bankruptcy 
foltowed the financial policy of 1873? 


FITS KINDS O? PAP KB MONaVf. 


Now we have been agitating ever since 


4873, the question of the restoration of 
silver to its own place, and we have re- 
sorted to various expedients to bide over 
monetary difficulties. 
We issued at one 


time about three hundred and eighty mill- 
ions, I believe, in National bauk note*., but 
these notes have been gradually retired by 
the banks themselves until they are re- 
duced to about one hundred and eighty 
millions and notwithstanding our rapid in- 
rease in population, the .only increase 
which we hare had baa been that caused 
by the purchase of $2,000,000 per month 
of silver from 1878 to 1890, and tht subse- 
quent purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of sil- 
ver per month. 


The result of all this financial legisla- 


tion is that we have five kinds, of paper 
money in this country—National bank 
notes—backed by neither gold nor silver— 
but secured by Government bonds; over 
three hundred millions of greenback* backed 
by a reserve of only one hundred million* 
of gold; gold certificates, amonnting to 
one hundred and fifty million*, redeemable 
in gold; silver certificates, under the Land 
Act, redeemable in ii'ver; and United 
States Treasury notes, under the Act of 
1890, redeemable in either gold cr silver. 
! ask whether it i* not wise for a* to eon« 


aider whether we cannot unify thi* ear- 
reney and have one form «nly of paper 
money in this country—not a National 
back ooto, not a State baok noti and 
neither gold nor silver certificates, bat a 
bimetallic curreccy, oJosUtiog of Treasury 
not->« similar in form to those issued un- 
d. r (be Act of 1890. backed dollar for dol- 
lar by cold or bilker in the Trta*nry and 
redeemable in goU'oif silver. My id«a 
would be that we sh uld have but one (orm 
of the United States note, the form of the 
note prescribed by the Act of 1890, a 
UniUd States Treasury note, payable in 
either gold or silver at the option of the 
Government. 
[Applause.] 
That noto 


wonlJ correspond to the note issued in 
Franee. which i* redeemable in either gold 
or silver, and the Government there not 
only has, but exercises the right as to 
which it shall pay. If it has an abundance 
of gold it pays in gold; if silver predomi- 
nates, it pays silver; and then if the 
holder of the note wishes to exercise his 
option, they demand of him a premium ac- 
cording to the circumstances and condi- 
tions, and yet these notes are held at pur 
in France and throughout the civilized 
world, even though there is proportion- 
ately less silver in their coins tban there is 
ia those of the United States. France has 
the best financial system in the world, the 
inoit stable and the most elastic. 


How then ean we get oar currency in 


this condition? 


The National bank* are gradually retir- 


ing their note* of their own volition. They 
find that the value of the bonds deposited 
as security for the notes has increased so 
much that it is not profitable to keep the 
notes in circulation, and hence they are 
gradually retiring them. Gold certificates, 
silver certificates, greenbacks, gold and 
silver coin are canstantly noming in the 
Treasury of the United States through the 
customs and tax laws. 


A GOOD SUGGESTION. 


I would suggest that a law should be 


passed, providing that whenever gold or 
silver or gold certificates or silver certifi- 
cates, or greenbacks go into the Treasury 
ia the payment of dries, that, in their 
place Uoited States Treasury notes, similar 
to tbcaa iasuod under the Act of 
1890, 


payable in coin — either gold or silver — 
should go out. 
The result would bs, that 


the gold aud silver of this country would 
gradually be accumulated in the Treasury 
of the Uoited States and yet would be in 
aetual circulation through the United 
States Treasury notes, redeemable at the 
Treasury in either gold or silver at the 
option of the Government. I would have 
all our notes backed dollar for dollar by 
gold and silver in the Treasury of the conn- 
try, keeping them as near as possible in 
equilibrium so far as amount is concerned, 
as they do in France by the exercise of 
the government option. 


Bat an objection is made to silver. It 


is said that we cannot make these cotes 
payable in either gold or silver, because 
the silver dollar, aa it stands to-day, is 
worth— its intrinsic value in bullion is — 
only about lixty-four cants, 


As a matter of fact, we fiud that the sil- 


ver dollar will buy just as much aa the 
gold dollar, and it is only when it is re- 
duced to bullion that it 
is worth but 


sixty-four cents in terms of gold. 


BESZOBE THE USE O* SILVER. 


How can we increase the value of that 


silver? 
I presume you all will admit that 


value depands upon the use. What, then, 
was the use to which silver was pot in the 
world prior lo 1873? We know that it was 
pat to very little use for any utilitarian 
purpose. 
It did not serve the purpose of 


iron or tic in the manufactures; it served 
to a small degree the purpose of ornamen- 
tation, simply because it was a precious 
money m«tal, but the real use whjcb gave. 
it its value was the monetary use, and that 
was destroyed by the Act of 1873 in thia 
country, and by the Acts which followed 
oar fatal Act, in Germany, in Italy, in 
Switzerland, in Holland and in France. 


I say, then, if you restore the use of sil- 


ver, yon will restore the value of it, «.nd 
the only wa? to restore tbqt use is to give 
equal privileges with gold in the mints of 
the country.

I say that America was the first one to 


lead in this atti ok upon silver, and it 
should be the first oue to bare the courage 
to retract from a position since proved to 
be dangerous to this country and the world 
[Applause]. 


I say farther that prior to 1873, owing to 


oar greenback system daring the war, 
there was practically no gold or silver in 
this country, so that we did little to sus- 
tain silver. And what countries did sus- 
tain silver for 114 ore than forty years prior 
to 18.73? 
Why, France and three or four 


insignificant countries which constituted 
the Latin Union, aggregating a populatiou, 
I believe, not greater tban that of the 
United States to-day. 


Now, I say, if those powers held paiity 


between gold and s Iver (or forty yean, 
can it not- be safely assumed that the 
United States, acting in conjunction with 
nine-tenths of the people of the world who. 
use silver, f,q against the one-tenth who 
own the gold? 


GOLD PBODUCT DgCBEiBING. 


If you do not use silver where will you 


go? We are. growing in population. In 
thirty years from now we will have doubled 
our present population, and our popula- 
tion wiU be one hundred aud thirty mil- 
lions'. Will yon rely upon tha increase in 


gold to supply tbe money for that popula- 
tioii? 


Every sutistican will tell yon that though 


the product of the mines is ODD hundred 
millions per annum, nearly all of it is ab- 
sorbed in dentistry and in the arts, and 
some claim that the accumulated stock of 
gold coin is being invaded for these pur- 
poses. Yon should consider to what ex- 
tent the use of gold for these purposes is 
increasing. 
I saw the other day a single 


room io which five thousand dollars bad 
been spent for gold decoration. We all 
know that the teeth are the grave of gold. 
The use of gold in dentistry is constantly 
increasing. 
^ 
«• 


It i' utterly impossible", then, to get 


more money from the gold rainea, for their 
product has been steadily diminishing for 
yes is, and, how then, are joa going to Bap- 
ply a population bound to increase to one 
hundred and thirty million's of people in 
thirty, years from now, aa against sixty-five 
millions to-day? 
Where will you go? 


Must yon not go to the silver mines? Yon 
certainly must do so unless yon are con- 
tent to issue a sort cf fiat money, such as 
was issued during the war, or issue monej 
based on deposits of wheat or deposits of 
bonds. 
And let me say right here, that a 


deposit of wheat ia just as good a security 
for money as deposits of bonds, and both 
are contrary to the principles of monetary 
science BO long as either of the precious 
metals are nnntilized. 
I, say then, we 


must go to one o! the old precious metals, 
to both of them if we can, and as we are 
denied access to gold, except by borrowing 
fiom the accumulated stock, we must re- 
sort to the silver mines. 


WE HAVE A HOLE TO FILL 


Of one hundred and eighty millions, which 
ia being created by the withdrawal of (he 
National B.»nk notes, and we mast get two 
hundred millions of metallic money in 
older to back the uncovered greenbacks, 
for the present issue of three hundred mil- 
lions of greenbacks is secured only by one 
hundred millions in gold. 
And, then, we 


have to meet a demand every year of be- 
tween sixty and one h.,'^red millions in 
order to meet the growing requirements of 
oar country in population and business, BO 
as to maintain the existing per capita. 


JUST ONE WOOD MOBK. 


The total amount of the mines of tbe 


world last year was only one hundred and 
forty millions of ^silver. 
Assuming that 


that means approximately oue dollar for 
every ounce, it means one hundred and 
forty million dollars. 
Now, I ask, bow 


much of that can we get? 
Will India aud 


Gbina refuse to take more? 
They always 


have taken from forty to fifty millions dol- 
lars pei annum to meet the wants of mil- 
lions of people. 
Will South America stop 


using silver? Will Mexico fail to continue 
its use? Is there not a vast market open- 
ing up in Africa to-day for money, owing 
to the efforts that are being made to ex- 
plore and civilize that country? 
Can we 


get all this one hundred and forty millions 
dollars? 
I say we cannot possibly get 


more than eighty or ninety mill ions per 
annum, and that will not enable us to meet 
tbe growing population, to fill up the hol« 
that is caused by tbe retirement of the Na- 
tional B»nk notes and to back tbe uncov- 
ered greenbacks with coin. 


But it is also said that if we open our 


mints to Ibe free coinage vt silver 
nations of Europe w^} tiiKoyp their: silver 
upon U,B. I will not reply with the argu- 
ments which are entirely satisfactory to 
myself that this silver coin being io aptual 
circulation, cannot ha withdrawn from 
those countries and be precipitated upon 
as, but will eimply say any possible fear of 
this result can be averted by providing by 
law that no foreign silver coin or bullion 
that is the product of foreign silver ooin 
shall be admitted to oar mints, thus open 
ing our mints only to tbe natura.1 prodno 
of tbe silver mines of the world. I have 
the authority of Secretary Windom that 
this can be easily done, as the importation 
of silks and other commodities can be pre- 
vented qfjder pqr pnstom laws. If there ia 
any danger of this kind legislate against it, 
but do not let mere fear prevent U.B from 
utilizing tbe current product of the mines. 


Bear in mind that at tbe International 


Conference, composed for the most part of 
creditor nations—nations to whom we owe 
VBSU snras—will not settle'this question to 
oar advantage. 
R-2iember also that we 


ace kfgeiy intertsted in silver. First, be 
oanse nearly one-calf of our currency is 
silver, Second, because we art the largest 
prodnoera of stiver in tbe world. Remem- 
ber also that yon cannot repeal the present 
silver bill except by substituting another 
that is better, and that the present silver 
bill will, unless legislation is passed which 
will restore the fall monetary use and thus 
effectually raise the value of silver, even- 
tually pat this country upon a silver basis. 
If it is desirable that the country should be 
held upon a bi-melalllo basis the proper 


egislation mast b» passed quickly, and the 
>roper bi-mctallio legislation shcold pro- 
vide for the minlnge of both gold and silver 
equal privileges at lue ruin's of the United 
States, and a paper currency issued, backed 
>y both gold and eiher in the treasury, 
which can be paid out at any time upon 
anrrender of the notes. 


MOT KMOUOH GOLD AUD SILVEB. 


We have in this wotld three kinds of 


money—gold, silver and uncovered psper. 
The statisticans say that, in value, one- 
bird is gold, one-third is silver, and one- 
bird uncovered paper, about four thousand 
millions dollars of each. 
Aa long as there 


s a dollar of uncovered paper in the world 
t is evident that there is not enough of 
[old and silver, and why should we, when 
.here is not enough of either of tbeie 
metulg, or of both, fail to draw upon the 
mines for the "gradual increase of that 
money upon the wise and judicious in- 
crease of the volume of which depends our 
lecurity and prosperity as a nation [Pro- 
onged applause"). 


It was moved by Mr. E. I. Raymond, 


Vice President of the State National Bank, 
Denver, Colorado, and Vic* President of 
he American Bankers' Association of Col- 
orado, that the address of Mr. Newlands

Cure for Cancer. 


Two new remedies have recently been 


recommended for cancer, and should 
either one prove entirely successful the 
painful operation of removal would be 
no longer necessary. The first remedy 
is electricity, which is in reality no new 
idea. 
There is an army of statistics 


showing that it has been used by physi- 
cians for many years in cancer, but the 
new application of electricity will prob- 
ably produce different results. The in- 
jections of alcohol in cases of cancer is 
a remedy, however, that is only of re- 
cent use. The needle of the syringe is 
pushed about an inch in the cancerous 
tissues, which causes some pain unless 
cocaine can be administered first. 


The alcohol is then injected and the 


operation 
repeated 
daily until the 


growth of the cancer seems to be checked. 
In a similar way electricity is applied 
daily until beneficial results are ob- 
tained. Good results in checking the 
growth of cancer are obtained by both 
of these remedies, but it is uncertain 
yet how long the benefit may last.—Yan- 
kee Blade. 


Bees as Detectives.
